Clinton’s health plan took another 
blow from business groups Thursday, 
with the U.S. Chamber of Commerce 
dismissing it even “as a starting 
point.” 

Rep. Jim Cooper, buoyed by support 
from the Business Roundtable, said 
he may broaden his rival bill to add 
benefits for long-term care. 

Clinton shrugged off the business 
opposition, saying, “I wouldn’t read 
too much into it. This is the beginning 
of what will be a protracted legisla- 
tive discussion.” 

Angry Clinton backers decried the 
Business Roundtable vote and 
charged it was under the spell of drug 
makers and insurers. “Shame on big 
business,” said Sen. Jay Rockefeller, 
D-W.Va. 

“There’s a special place in hell wait- 
ing for Bob Winters of the Prudential 
Life Insurance Co.” 

Winters, the Prudential chairman, 
led the task force that recommended 
backing Cooper’s plan. 

White House senior adviser George 
Stephanopoulos said more than 70 


percent of the public supports - 


Clinton’s goal of guaranteed coverage 
for all Americans, and Cooper’s bill 
won’t do that. 

“There are going to be a lot of ups 
and downs along the way,” 


. Another administration official, 


Bruce C. Vladeck, cautioned senior 
citizens that as pressure builds in 
Congress for less sweeping reforms, 
they could lose the Medicare prescrip- 
tion drug and long-term care benefits 
Clinton has promised. 

“Those benefits are vulnerable,” 
said Vladeck, whose Health Care 
Financing Administration runs 
Medicare. 

He delivered that warning to wor- 
ried leaders of the American 
Association of Retired Persons after 
Cooper told them he was trying to add 
“a good long-term care” benefit to his 
bill. 

The Chamber of Commerce last 
year endorsed the idea of making both 
employers and employees kick in for 
health insurance. 

But the 215,000-member organiza- 
tion said Thursday that it cannot sup- 
port Clinton’s employer mandate or 
any other mandate now before 
Congress. 

The chamber’s Robert E. Patricelli 
told the House Ways and Means 
Committee the Clinton plan “propos- 
es such a burden of high employer 
premium contributions, rich benefits 
and counterproductive regulation and 
... bureaucracy, that we believe it can- 
not even be used as a starting point.”

Vietnam embargo lifted in hope of recovering war remnants

WASHINGTON — Moving to ease an emo= 
tional legacy from a divisive war, President 
Clinton lifted the 19-year U.S. trade embargo 
against Vietnam on Thursday. 

Clinton said he is taking the step in hopes that 
it will further efforts to get a full accounting of 
the Americans missing in Vietnam. 

“We would lose leverage if there were no for- 
ward movement,” Clinton said. Recent progress 
has been made in accounting for the 2,238 
Americans missing in action and taken as pris- 
oners of war in Vietnam, Laos and Cambodia, 
he said. 

Vietnam is one of Asia’s fastest-growing mar- 
kets. Nearly all other Western countries that had 


once joined in the embargo have re-established 
commercial ties with the communist nation. 

American businesses have pressed for an-end 
to the embargo. 

“T want to be clear. These actions do not con- 
stitute a normalization of our relationship. We 
must have more progress, more cooperation, and 
more answers,” Clinton said. 

Clinton also said he would establish a U.S. 
liaison office. 

Clinton made the announcement after meeting 
with representatives of the families of soldiers 
still-missing in action. Many veterans groups 
preferred that he keep the embargo in place to 
encourage continued Vietnamese cooperation 
accounting for missing servicemen. 

“T am absolutely convinced it offers the best 


way to resolve the fate of those who remain 
missing and about those about whom we are not 
sure,” Clinton said. 

Clinton’s efforts to avoid military service dur- 
ing the Vietnam War made his decision all the 
more sensitive. Clinton said every American his 
age knew someone who had died or was wound- 
ed in the fighting. 

Clinton said his decision was guided by 
progress in four key areas: 

—Recovery of remains of American soldiers 
in Vietnam. Clinton said that since last July, 
remains of 39 American servicemen have been 
recovered. 

—Resolution of “discrepancy cases” in which 
there was reason to believe people could have 
survived. Clinton said that since July the num- 


ber of such cases had been reduced from 135 to ° 
wey. 

—Further assistance from Vietnam. and Laos 
in conducting searches along their common bor- 
der. The first such investigation took place in 
December and located new remains and crash 
sites, Clinton said. 

—Release of any documents from Vietnam 
that could shed light on the fate of those still 
missing. Clinton said that since July important 
documents had been released from the 
Vietnamese archives. 

There is a strong suspicion among many MIA 
family:members and veterans groups that some 
of the missing are still alive, but the administra- 
tion has said there is no credible evidence to 
support such assumptions.

Supreme Court Justice Anthony M. 
Kennedy underscored the importance 
of independence and honesty in law 
as he fielded questions from BYU 
Law School students Thursday. 

“Many people don’t realize that 
judges don’t do what they like,” said 
Kennedy. “They must always uphold 
the law.” 

After the Supreme Court votes on an 
important case, Kennedy said that no 
celebration occurs. : 

“There’s a certain silence in the con- 
ference room, almost an awe. Too 
often, we wish we did not have this 
authority, this duty,” he said. 

During his nomination. process, 
Kennedy said that all 58 senators who 
personally interviewed him made cer- 
tain that he was impressed with the 
obligation he would need to assume. 

‘““A nominee must understand that he 
has no duty of loyalty or gratitude to 
the groups that supported him or to 
the appointing officer. His only duty 
is to the law,” he said. 

“T am still very proud to be a 
lawyer,” Kennedy said. 

“You can be an honest lawyer. And 
if you can’t, be honest and not a 
lawyer.” 

The purpose of the Supreme Court, 
Kennedy said, is to make the law 
extend across the gaps that Congress 
has not addressed. 

“We (the Supreme Court) are not the 
repair shop for a broken statute,” he 
stated. 

“This is a weak society if judges 
must decide issues of political poli- 
cy,” Kennedy said. 

“Tt is unfortunate that the law is so 
caught up in procedural complexities 
that it doesn’t address right and 
wrong.”

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Clinton urges fast toxic site cleanup 


WASHINGTON — The Clinton administration, saying a fourth of all 
Americans live within a few miles of toxic waste dumps, urged an overhaul 
Thursday of the troubled Superfund cleanup program, including easing cleanup 
requirements at many sites. 

The aim is to speed up the pace at which highly contaminated sites have been 
restored over the past 14 years, despite the expenditure of nearly $9 billion by 

. the government and billions more by private industry. 

EPA Administrator Carol Browner, who outlined the administration plan at a 
news conference, said it was essential to get more sites cleaned up faster. 

She said the plan would achieve “faster, fairer and more efficient’ handling 
of the country’s toxic waste problem and reduce the millions of dollars in 
Superfund-related costs that now go to lawyers in disputes over who should 
pay. ‘ 

Browner said 73 million people live within four miles of the more than 1,250 
toxic sites on a federal priority list for decontamination and that the issue 
directly impacts one in four Americans. 

A recent report by the Rand Corporation concluded that as much as one-third 
of the money spent on Superfund cleanup projects has gone to pay for legal 
fees. 


Cosmonaut joins Americans in NASA mission 


_ CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. — Discovery rose with the sun and launched a 
pe space age Thursday, carrying the first Russian into orbit aboard a U.S. 
shuttle. : 

The head of Russia’s space program praised the prompt, and perfect liftoff, 
considered a prelude to a shared space station and maybe, some day, a joint 
trip to Mars. 

“We're going to change the whole way we look at space. We’re going to do it 
together, instead of competing,” said NASA Administrator Daniel Goldin. 

Discovery blasted off at dawn, piercing a clear sky on its way to a 218-mile 
orbit. The rising sun gave the huge clouds of vapor left in the shuttle wake a 

- pale orange glow. 

Joining the five Americans on board for the eight-day science mission was 
cosmonaut Sergei Krikalev, who wore a Russian flag patch on the shoulder of 
his orange flight suit. 


Japanese leadership divided on tax reform 


TOKYO — Prime Minister Morihiro Hosokawa bargained into the early 
hours Friday trying to avoid a split in his governing coalition over a day-old 
tax-cut plan designed to boost Japan’s ailing economy. 

The dispute again delayed a government economic stimulus package, discon- 
certing investors who had expected it to be announced Thursday. The political 
turmoil also distracted from efforts to work out a new trade deal with the 
United States before a Feb. 11 deadline set by Washington. 

Even Hosokawa’s allies suggested he made a serious political blunder with 
his plan to cut income taxes but later raise the national sales tax. 

Hosokawa announced the tax plan early Thursday, and his coalition’s largest 
member, the Socialist Party, quickly threatened to quit unless the plan was 
modified, threatening the survival of Hosokawa’s government. 

A compromise appeared to be in the works, but it wasn’t clear whether 
Hosokawa would give up on the proposed sales tax increase, opposed by the 
Socialists. 


Earthquake rocks Idaho-Wyoming border 


early Thursday appears to have been stronger than originally estimated. 

Seismologists at Harvard University, the U.S. Geological Survey and the 
University of California, Berkeley, estimated the strength of the quake at 5.8 to 
5.9 on the moment magnitude scale, which the seismologists said gives a better 
measure of the total seismic energy radiated from an earthquake than the 

~ Richter scale. : 
- The original estimate of the quake, which occurred at 2:06 a.m. near the 
Idaho-Wyoming border, was 5.5 on the Richter scale. 

A quake of 4.5 magnitude occurred about 12:15 a.m. Both were centered in 
Idaho’s Caribou National Forest, about 25 miles northeast of Soda Springs and 
10 miles northwest of Afton, Wyo. 

The larger quake was felt in Provo and Grand Junction, Colo., about 150 and 
300 miles from the epicenter, respectively. 

As of 3 p.m. MST, more than 27 aftershocks of 3.5 magnitude or greater had 
occurred, said seismologists at the University of Utah Seismograph Stations.

Orem denies funds to Homebase stoi

A proposed Homebase store initial- 
ly planned for construction on 
Sandhill Road across from the Orem 


Wal-Mart may not become a reality 


after all. 

Homebase representatives made a 
presentation at Orem’s city council 
meeting Tuesday, and they were 
denied the approximately $450,000 
they requested from the city’s rede- 
velopment agency to develop the 
land. 

They say the land is “blighted” by 
poor soil, a high water table and pre- 
viously dumped fill material. 

The representatives have not indi- 
cated whether they will go forward 
with the project without the RDA 
funds. 

Homebase engineering consultant 
Brent Wallen indicated before the 
vote that without additional funding 
Homebase would not pursue the pro- 
ject. 

“Due to the unusual improvements 
necessary, this property will not 
become a reality without the tax cred- 
its,” Wallen said. 

“T believe this site is a classic exam- 
ple of what RDA (funding) is there 
for,” said Steven Gale, a Homebase 
representative from Irvine, Calif. 

Orem Director of Administrative 
Services, Phil Goodrich, told the

council, “The RDA is set up to 
ensure that properties that are blight- 
ed become developable.”

“The accrued cost (of cleaning it 
up) should be passed on to the 
landowner.”

Habitat for Humanity is an interna- 


tional organization that provides 
homes for people who cannot other- 
wise afford them by coordinating 
efforts between banks, volunteers and 
low-income families, said Tanya 
Grimm, 19, a freshman from Savage, 
Minn., with an open major. Grimm is 
publicity chairperson for the BYU 
chapter of HFH. 

The BYU chapter is involved orga- 
nizing service projects to build homes 
for qualified families, Grimm said. 
The BYU chapter is also involved in 
fund-raising and providing service for 
the Utah County chapter, Grimm said. 

The BYU chapter was started last 
fall, said BYU chapter President 
Amber McElwain, 19, a sophomore 
from Voluntown, Conn. majoring in 
sociology. Its purpose is to provide 
publicity for the Utah County chapter 
and to provide students the opportuni- 
ty to serve, she said. 

Students help with fund-raising 


efforts and also with the actual con- . 


struction of houses, McElwain said. 

Grimm said her work on a house 
currently under construction has been 
a rewarding experience. 

“TI want to know I’m making a dif- 
ference,” she said. 

Families who are interested in the 


program must go through an approval 
process in order to be accepted, 
McElwain said. 

The Utah County chapter examines 
each applicant’s need, work history, 
potential problems and ‘ability to 
make house payments before making 
a choice, she said. 

Qualified families then receive a no- 
interest loan and must commit to pro- 
vide 350 hours of “sweat equity,” 
meaning 350 man hours of construc- 
tion, McElwain said. 

HFH is based in Georgia ad has 
over 900 affiliates in the United 
States, said David Dominguez, BYU 
associate professor of law and faculty 
adviser to the BYU chapter. 

The Utah County chapter has 
already completed two homes, with 
one currently under construction, he 
said. 

HFH is important not only because 
it offers relief to poverty-level fami- 
lies, but because it helps volunteers . 
and recipients to develop skills and 
responsibilities, Dominguez said. 

The student chapter also provides an 
opportunity for students to apply the 
Christian principles they learn, said 
Edwin Gaskin, 22, a senior from 
Mount Airy, Md. majoring in interna- 
tional development. Gaskin first came 
into contact with HFH on the East 
Coast and later decided to join the 
BYU chapter. 

“HFH facilitates access to housing 
for families who are needy,” Gaskin 
said. “Even in the U.S. there are 
underdeveloped areas and people who 
need help.”

Brown was confirmed Secretary of 
Commerce on Jan. 21, 1993. He 
serves on the National Economic 
Council, Task force on National 
Health Care Reform, and Trade

New representative 
works with students 
in athlete organization

BYU student-athletes and Faculty 
Athletic Representative Barbara 
Lockhart have formed a new commit- 
tee where athlete’s problems and con- 
cerns can be discussed without the 
presence of coaches and administra- 
tors. 

“Tt is happening across the nation,” 
Lockhart said. “The main objective is 
to have the students have a voice in 
the decision making.” 

The Student-Athlete Advisory 
Committee, which is made up of stu- 
dent-athlete representatives from each 
varsity team, is based on the NCAA’s 
national SAAC. 
According to the NCAA’s report on 
the 1994. NCAA Convention, the 
national SAAC had some input in the 
outcome of several pieces of legisla- 
tion. 

“My vision is to see BYU student- 
athletes go be representatives on the 
WAC SAAC committee, and then be 
selected to go on to the national com- 
mittee,” Lockhart said. Universities 
across the nation are forming their 
own SAACs and regional committees 
are also forming. 

“We haven’t tried to draw any para- 
meters and we have no bylaws,” said 
Lockhart, who is the only faculty 
member that oversees the committee.

Abortion clinics prepare for Utah 24- hour law

SALT LAKE CITY — Abortion 
clinics will be ready when the state’s 
1993 abortion law goes into effect 
Saturday, requiring a 24-hour waiting 
period between an initial consultation 
and the abortion, clinic administrators 
said. 

U.S. District Judge Dee Benson on 
Tuesday ruled the law constitutional 
and legal. The ruling dismissed a law- 
suit filed nearly a year ago by two 
Wasatch Front abortion clinics, four 
doctors and several women backed by 
the Center for Reproductive Law & 
Policy of New York, a legal firm spe- 
cializing in abortion rights. 

The suit named Gov. Mike Leavitt 
and Utah Attorney General Jan 
Graham, and claimed the waiting 
period placed an unconstitutional 
undue burden on women, especially 
those in rural areas. 

Benson also lifted the injunction 
that had kept the law from being 
enforced. The state said compliance 
would begin 72 hours after his ruling.

The Utah Women’s Clinic and the 


Wasatch Women’s Center, both in 
Salt Lake City, are the only abortion 
clinics in Utah. Both clinics often 
have women travel from as far away 
as Idaho and Wyoming to receive 
abortions, Porter said. 

The disagreement over the 24-hour 
waiting period may have been settled, 
but other matters will be appealed, 
said Eva Gardner, attorney for the 
Center for Reproductive law and 
Policy.

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Legislature to consider 
abortion bill amendment

Pro-life advocates are advancing a 
bill in the Utah Legislature that would 
require abortion clinics to show ultra- 
sound view of the fetus to 
abortion candidates. Pro- 
choice organizations are 
gearing up for further resis- 
tance. 

“If abortion has to be 
legal, we must fully inform 
the individual comtemplat- 
ing the abortion,” said Rep. 
Robert Killpack, R-Murray, 
sponsor of the Informed 
Consent bill. 

Killpack said the bill would amend 
Utah’s 1993 abortion law and would 
help to instruct women who have 
decided to have an abortion. 

“It is the woman who is given the 
right to her pregnancy. How can she 
make an informed choice unless she’s 
given information?” he said. 

Killpack said abortion clinics need 
to be more fair in counseling women 
on abortions. 

“(Clinics) feel they’re in a better 
position to tell the woman, to have an 
abortion,” he said. “It’s her choice, 
not Planned Parenthood’s choice.” 

Karrie Galloway, executive director 
of Planned Parenthood of Utah, said 
pro-choice advocates oppose the bill 
because it is unneeded legislation. 

“We don’t need new abortion legis- 
lation in this state,” she said. “It’s 
been a contentious issue and the bill 
does nothing to improve the situa- 
tion.” 

Galloway said the bill does not 
improve a woman’s opportunity to be 
informed of her decision to have an 
abortion. 

She said the state will not inform 
women any more than they are 
already informed. “I believe that 
women make abortion decisions

In other Utah Legislature action, the 
House and Senate passed the Local 
Drug-Free Workplace bill, which 
allows various state organizations the 
right to require drug testing for 
employees. 

The bill’s sponsor, Sen. Lyle 
Hillyard, R-Logan, said the bill 
expands upon various state and feder- 
al laws that enable other organizations 
the right to test employees for drugs. 

The bill would allow county and 
city organizations and state higher 
education institutions to drug test 


employees. It would also require the - 


tests to be confidential. 

Hillyard said the bill would create 
more public safety. “In safety-sensi- 
tive work, you can feel safer having 
these (workers) drug-free.” 

The bill awaits Gov. Mike Leavitt’s 
signature.
